In effect tlio L. Marion stable of 1913 was :i one-liorse stable. Four started for him in the course of 
the year’s racing and of these McAdams and Oda May won nothing, while the two-year-old Helen Thomp- 
son won but $7(H). This left to Prince llermis the honor of winning the remainder of the comfortable 
aggregate of $12,170 which fell to the stable. A fast horse, but not up to competing with the best of the 
handicap division with high weight up, he was always dangerous when given moderate imposts and could 
loth sprint and stay. His victory at a mile and three-sixteenths with 109 pounds up in the Indciiendence 
Handicap at I.atonia was an example of what he could do when at his best, he covering the distance in 
such fast time as 1:5775. The stable record was:

Prince Harry and Gipscy George Move Well in 
Preparation for the Kentucky Derby — Aunt 
Liz Shows Astonishing Speed. 



Lexingtou, Ky., April 20. — Ilank O’Day, a candi- 
date for the Camden Handicap, and Louise Stone, 
a candidate for the Ashland Oaks, both from .1. S. 
Hawkins’ stable, this morning worked a mile over 
the Kentucky Association track in 1:41%, the fast- 
est of the spring here. They both moved impres- 
sively. 

John H. Stamper. Jr.’s Prince Harry, trained by 
drover Hughes, worked a mile in 1:43% in prepara- 
tion for the Kentucky Derby. It was an interesting 
improvement on his previous efforts. Big Fellow 
was with him lor the first three-quarters. Gipsey 
George, owned by Mose Moore and trained by Will 
Perkins, covered a mile in 1:43%. He is also 
eligible to the Derby. 

The most sparkling display of speed ever seen 
here, however, came from a down-liill run from 
the head of the stretch to the finishing ]>oxt of 
the California filly Aunt Liz, owned by Charles 
W. Clark and trained by John Lowe. She did it 
in 22 and was timed by at least twenty men, 
among them John Lowe, “Paddy” Tomlinson, 
Charles II. Hughes, Louis Calm and B. Lowen- 
stein. This filly lias no stake engagements here 
and it is fortunate for some owners of two-year- 
olds that she has not. She started twice at New 
Orleans and won each time, the first time setting 
the track record for a half mile at 47%. 

Satin, a half-sister to Marse Henry and Cas- 
uariua, owned by Senator J. X. Camden and trained 
by J. C. Milam, worked half a mile in 49 in 
preparation for the Breeders* Futurity. 

Mose Goldblatt arrived this morning from Louis- 
ville with ten horses, several of them owned by 
Jefferson Livingston, among them Iron Mask, Alde- 
burau. Othello, Broom Corn, White Crown, Sosius 
and First Degree. 

George II. llolle’s Miss Atkin and Pan Handle 
arrived from Nashville in charge of trainer II. 
Uoseaelier. 

Charles T. Boots, a widely known California 
breeder and turfman, was a visitor at the course 
this morning. He is enroute home from the east 
and stopped off here to see his friend J. O. Keene 
and Judge A. W. Hamilton, of Mount Sterling. 
He saw James Rowe while in New York and thinks 
lie may win the Kentucky Derby with Thunderer, 
if he concludes to bring him to Kentucky.

KENTUCKY RACING OFFICIALS SELECTED. 



State Racing Commission Turns Authority to Ap- 
point Over to the Various Jockey Clubs. 



I^exington. Ky., April 20. — The Kentucky State 
Rueing Commission, at its meeting here today, abol- 
ished the rule calling for the appointment of the 
racing officials by the commission and decided to 
permit the various tracks’ managements to name 
them. The lists for the various trucks will be as 
follows :

Shelley; handicapper and placing 
judge. Edward Jasper; racing secretary. Walter H.

The officials of the track wen* instructed to 
rigidly enforce rule 2U8A and to keep ull persons 



suspended off the tracks during the period of their 
suspension. The position of racing steward to 
represent the commission was abolished. 

The officers of the different racing associations 
were instructed to attend all meetings of the com- 
mission in the future. 

A rule forbidding the racing of two-year-olds be- 
fore April 1 was offered and will lie over for 
thirty days, when it will be passed. 

The commission on increased distances made the 
recommendations approved at its meeting several 
days ago and the commission approved them and 
notified Secretary Nuekols to instruct racing sec- 
retaries to carry them out as nearly as j>ossible. 

W. H. Landeman was reappointed pari-mutuel 
suiiervisor and Vernon Sanders was reappointed 
telegraph censor for all tracks. 

Rule 225 A was amended to read: So that all 

races will l>e run if filled by four starters, in- 
stead of three, as formerly. 

A large number of licenses were issued to train- 
ers and jockeys. Only three applications, those 
of jockeys C. Jones, Eddie McEwen and R. Guy 
were held up, pending investigation. 

Messrs. Charles F. Grainger, T. H. Talbott and 
S. C. Nuekols were appointed to chairman J. N. 
Camden to serve as a committee on licenses. 

Judge A llie W. Young was the only member of 
the commission absent, lie is still at Hot Springs. 



WORK OF DODGE AND FRANKLIN PLEASES. 



Slipshod Shows a Good Mile — Horses Moving from 
Louisville to Lexington. 



Louisville, Ky., April 20.— J. S. Ward’s two elig- 
ibles. Dodge and Franklin, to the Kentucky Derby, 
surely recorded a good |H*rforinanee in their work 
over the full Derby route at Douglas Park last 
Wednesday. While Franklin went the mile and a 
quarter in 2:12, two- fifths of a second faster than 
Dodge, the latter was not paced for the trial by 
jockey F. Murphy, as skillfully as the same rider 
guided Franklin. 

While many good judges have all along held an 
opinion that Franklin would as a three-year-old 
prove the better of this pair of colts, this opinion 
is not shared by trainer Ward, who has always been 
sweet on Dodge, and is still strong in his allegiance 
to the bay colt. There is no disguising the fact that 
Dodge lias not developed from his two-year-old 
form as much as Franklin and, as the latter appears 
to be constantly improving, there is no telling just 
how good a three -year-old he may turn out to Ik*. 
One tiling in Dodge’s favor is that wliat there is of 
him is all horse and he is of the type that about 
get their full growth before their two-year-old 
season comes to a close. It was a matter of con- 
gratulation to trainer Ward, that Dodge in liis last 
work-out lias apparently overcome liis slight previ- 
ous soreness and both of these two l>erby eligible 
are training for the big race as well as even the 
most fastidious horsemen could ask for. It is a 
foregone conclusion that, barring training acci- 
dents, both Franklin and Dodge will carry Ward’s 
colors in the Kentucky Derby. They may not lie 
fortunate enough to capture the valuable prize for 
their popular Kentucky owner and trainer, but it is 
safe to say that both of them will give a good ac- 
count of themselves in the race.

The secre- 
tary of that course, as well as the Maryland tracks, 
will be notified by the Memphis turf’nau to not 
|H*rmit the boy to accept mounts. If be does not 
return to his contract employer’s stable, his license 
also will be held up by the Kentucky Racing Com- 
mission. 

Wliat horses the Schorr stalde will send to Lex- 
ington to race at the coming meeting, which will 
not number more than seven or eight head, will 
leave here next Monday. Ellison, the three -year- 
old in the Schorr stable, which was not entered in 
the Kentucky Derby, but is among the entries in 
the Latonia Derby, is now training well and liis 
owner expects him to pay liis way this year. This 
colt trained quite sore last year after winning the 
Bashford Manor Stakes at Churchill Ilowns, and to 
this is attributed liis indifferent performances later 
on last year. So far this spring lie has shown 
no sign of this ailment and is at present well ad- 
vanced in his training. 

Trainer R. J. Williams will send ten of his 
string of eighteen horses, which are quartered .at 
Douglas Park, to the coining Lexington meeting 
and these horses will go there next Monday along 
with eleven head that trainer W. II. Baker will 
take there to race. 

The Williams Bros, have eighteen fine yearlings 
at tlieir western breeding ranch. They are all the 
get of their good sires Martinet and Hilarious, the 
litter, son of Voter, having out seven two-year- 
old winners last season. 

Nine of this collection of yearlings are colts. 
These turfmen are firm in the belief that Hilarious 
will ultimately make a great sire for them. All 
of liis get trained have much speed and a majority 
have proven winners. In their opinion the yearlings 
they own by him this year are the best crop of 
youngsters they have ever possessed. 

Trainer James, who has Joe Rosenfield in liis 
stable at Douglas Park, lias begun working Just 
Red again. This horse was fired and turned out 
last year.

CHESTER SELLING STAKES IN GOOD TIME.

Baltimore, Md., April 20. — The Chester Selling 
Stakes for three -year -olds and over at three-quar- 
ters, was offered as the principal feature of today’s 
card at Havre de Grace. A field of four took part 
in the race, with Fenmouse most fancied. The 
winner turned up in E. McBride’s speedy gelding 
Squeeler. Off to a good start, Parringtou rushed 
Squecler into the lead and. setting a fast pace 
throughout, held a safe margin over Fenmouse to 
the finish. Fenmouse came with a rush in tin* 
stretch and disposed of Nightstick for second place.

Grace, the Chester Selling Stakes is an event of 
short history and its record is us follows:

Three of the 
starters failed to finish, going down at the fifth 
fence. Carl was first to fall and New Haven 
and Golden Vale fell over hint. Fortunately neither 
horses nor riders were hurt. 

The biggest field of the day took part in the 
opening dash. Marjorie A. unseated her rider 
shortly after the start and ran away three miles 
before she was captured by the aid of an exercise 
pony. This race went to J. O. Talbott’s Marianao. 
which rewarded liis few backers by a substantial 
return in the mutuels. After the victory of Mari- 
anao he was bhl up $300 over liis entered price of 
$700 and was protected by the usual $5 advance. 
Phil Ungar, winner of the third race, was also a 
target, being advanced $205 over liis entered price 
of $1,300. He, too, was tioiiglit in. 

J. O. Talbott scored liis second success of the 
day when Monocaey accounted for the fifth race 
in a driving finish with Humiliation. 

Jockey Partington led the riders during the course 
of the afternoon by piloting three of his mounts 
to victory. These were Phil Ungar, Squeeler and 
Monocaey. 

Jockey E. Haynes, who is showing good form 
in the saddle here, may go to Canada as a con- 
tract rider for the Thorncliffe Stable, iu charge 
of Henry McDaniel. 

Among today’s arrivals were Thomas I*. Phelan 
of Toronto and H. Giddings, Sr., of Oakville, Ont. 
Mr. Giddings expects to see Hearts of Oak race 
through the field at this meeting. 

The steeplechasers that will carry the silks of 
Joseph E. Widener this year have reached Pimlico 
and, as formerly, are in the care of J. Howard 
Lewis. There are several that have been brought 
over from France to race for Widener this year. 

Steve Judge will ship the horses of It. O. Egan 
to the Tijuana track in Southern California at the 
close of the Pimlico meeting. In the string he has 
King Worth, Water Lily, Ada Anne and others. 
ItejMirts come from Tijuana that the opening was 
particularly successful. 

G. It. Tompkins has received word from Canada 
that a dead foal was ln»rn to Planover, the mare 
that was mated* with Broomstick by I\ 1*. Cowan 
in the hope of obtaining a Quebec King’s Plate win- 
ner. Planover was winner of the Quebec King’s 
Plate herself. 

Jockey E. Ambrose has gone to New York, in 
the hope of having liis suspension, inflicted at 
Bowie, lifted by the stewards. 

A. It. Loudon, of the Hamilton Jockey Club, 
was a visitor at Havre de Grace this afternoon 
with J. W. McIntyre in the interest of the coining 
meetings at Hamilton.

Trojan, the 
Futurity winner which the Quincy Stable sent to 
the post in 1914, is taking slow work and looks 
good. 

Jockey Taplin has established himself as a favor- 
ite with the trainers and owners at Gravesend, in- 
cluding his new employer, G. M. Odom.

Barrie, Ont., April 20.— Ten head comprise the 
string of thoroughbreds that will carry the colors 
of the ltrookdale Stable of the Messrs. Dyment on 
the Canadian tracks this year. Six of the number 
are two -year -olds. They are receiving their early 
season preparation on the track at the farm here 
as usual, hut will be shipped to Woodbine Park, 
Toronto, during the first week in May. The entire 
stable wintered well. 

Only one candidate has been named for the King s 
Plate this year, the smallest representation from 
tills stable in recent years. Foxlet was eligible to 
the big race, but was not nominated for the reason 
that she has been going none too soundly. She 
raced with little success as a two-year-old last 
year, and went into winter quarters still eligible 
for the maiden class. Out of six starts she was 
only on(i' placed. 

The older horses of the string include the fol- 
lowing:

McBride, the stable* reliance for the king’s 
guineas, has grown and filled out wonderfully since 
last fall. Of course he will have to show’ improve- 
ment over his two-year-old form to be a trouble 
some factor in the Plate. In eight trips to the bar- 
rier last year he earned brackets once, was second 
once, and once third. He displayed considerable 
gameness and staying ability in some of his races 
however, wliieh would indicate that he may develop 
into a much better Plate prospect than he appears 
on paper. 

Moss Fox is going along soundly again this spring 
and shows the benefit of a good wintering. He is 
carrying much flesh, and is expected to show* 
return to the good form he displayed when a three 
year-old. Out of four starts last year he won one 
race, was third once, and twice unplaced. He was 
on the ailing list towards the close of the year. 

The chief bread-winner for the local stable last 
year was Lady Curzon. Although she won only 
two races in thirteen starts, they were both stakes 
She was also second on six occasions, once third 
and four times unplaced. Coupled with a cold, the 
grueling preparation for the King’s Plate journey 
of one and a quarter miles knocked her out last 
spring. She showed only flashes of the good form 
siie gave promise of as a two-year-old. At the 
present time the Plaudit filly is looking better than 
ever liefore in her career. She has shown the most 
improvement of the string since going into retire 
mont last fall, and is almost certain to give a much 
better account of herself this year. 

In the Juvenile division the stable is well forti 
fied.

Tarahera, a half-sister to Heresy, the 
1912 King’s Plate winner, is a fine-looking filly, 
She is not unlike Lady Curzon in appearance, but 
larger than the latter w’as as a two-year-old. 

Although the produce of Kelston have never 
shown to great advantage, Playtime and Coldstream 
are a likely -looking pair. They have plenty of size 
and on his dam’s side Playtime is bred to run fast 
if not for any great distance. Pax is also of good 
size, while Galena, too, is built on stout lines. 

Trainer George Walker thinks well of the crop of 
yearlings at Ilrookdale Farm. They are certainly a 
fine-looking band, mostly all of which are by the 
imjK»rted horse Red Fox II. The bay colt by Red 
Fox II. — Hem is a fine big youngster, the largest 
of all and a good looker. Donation’s first foal, 
chunky -built fellow, is among the number. The 
bay filly out of Belle of Mayfair, was a late foal, 
and is a little undersized in comparison with the 
others.

JOHNSON -BILLINGS JUVENILES THRIVE. 



Billings youngsters from winter quarters at Curl’s 
Neck, Va.. lie does not appear to have lost the dis- 
inetion then accorded him: at the same time he is 
now a different looking animal from the one which 
as awarded the palm for good looks ii|mmi his 
arrival. He has grown into a grand -looking colt, 
being nearly sixteen hands high, while he lias not 
only thickened, but grown noticeably longer. He 
ill be identified among the stake entries as Bache- 
lor’s Hope, and if good looks and splendid confor- 
mation count for anything in an untried two-year- 
old, he should prove well worth watching. 

A dark bay colt by Spearmint, .which appeared al- 
most undersized when lie arrived on this side of 
the Atlantic, is now’ the largest, as well as one of 
the most promising, of the shipment. He stands 
fully sixteen hands high and, although a trifle 
leggy, has no lack of length and substance. What 

is of more importance, he has shown an exceptional 
turn of speed, as well as an ability to maintain it 
tis far ns has been asked of him, winch has been up 
to three furlongs. He has a smooth way of going, 
and is a long bold strider. This colt is a pronounced 
avorite with Mr. Johnson. % 

When these colts arrived last fall there w’as one 
in the hand which landed in such wretched condi 
tion that few’ w’ho looked at him believed that he 
ever would recover from the evil effects of liis voy- 
age. He w’as a bright chestnut, liberally marked 
with white, and, as he was a royally bred son of 
Marajax, and seemingly a colt of good size, was a 
serious disappointment to his owners to see him 
land in such a miserable condition. Now the son of 
Marajax and Mary Seyton is one of the finest colts 
in the string.

An important dispatch of yesterday from Paris 
says: A strong force of Russian troops disem 

barked at Marseilles at noon today. Tin* Russians 
arc to fight beside the allied soldiers in France. 
The arrival of the Russian troops is regarded here 
as an event of great importance, and of significance 
from both a military and political standpoint. It 
represents realization of hopes aroused early in the 
war by reports that large bodies of Russians were 
coming. The Russians came on a great flotilla of 
tmns]H>rts. Not a single w’ord of their coming was 
permitted to become generally know’ll until they had 
actually concluded the journey and were landing on 
French soil. French resistance in the region of 
Verdun is compelling the German general staff to 
withdraw large forces from the Teuton front in 
Macedonia and Serbia and in Russia, according to 
information obtained today front the highest mili 
tary authorities here. The first division of the 
first German army corps and another division not 
yet identified, are said to be among the troops 
which have just been brought from the other fronts. 
The Eighteenth army corps and the Eleventh Ba- 
varian divisions, it is declared, have been brought 
from Serbia. General Joffre welcomed the ltus 
sians in an order of the day, saying their arrival 
was another proof of the devotion of Itnssia to the 
common cause. The Russians are l»elieved to have 
embarked for France from the port of Archangel, on 
the White sea, the only i>ort through which there is 
free communication betw’een Russia and her allies 
in the west. It is considered probable that the 
transports carrying the troops made a wide sweep 
out into the north Atlantic before heading for the 
Mediterranean to avoid the submarine danger zone 
in the vicinity of the British Isles. 

The German official statement of yesterday says 
Western front: In the Ypres salient German patrols 
succeeded at several points in penetrating the 
English trenches. In one instance on the high 
road 1 m* tween Langemarck and Ypres they occupied 
about COO meters . of the enemy’s positions and 
firmly maintained them against several hand gren 
ade attacks. At this point and near Wieltje and 
south of Ypres the number of prisoners taken 
amounted to one officer and 108 men. We also 
captured two machine guns. East of Tracy le Mont 
a Quantity of gas directed by the enemy last night 
against our trenches only spread into the trenches 
of the French themselves. In the Meuse sector 
the enemy directed a lively artillery fire against 
the positions which we had captured from him on 
the eastern bank of the river. In the Caillette 
wood a preparatory artillery firs of the enemy 
developed toward evening into a strong attack. In 
salient corner the attack reached into our 
trenches. Otherwise it was repulsed with heavy 
losses. A few prisoners also were taken. In the 
Woevre and in the hills southeast of Verdun an 
artillery battle is being continued with the great 
est violence by both sides, but there has been no 
infantry activity. 

The United States government, having said its 
last word to Germany in the submarine eontro 
versy, turned with grave expectancy to Berlin 
where rests the decision whether the imperial go 
eminent shall abandon its present methods of sub 
marine warfare or break with Washington. Presi 
dent Wilson probably will wait until the end of the 
week for Germany to reply to his virtual ulti 
matum, which declares the intention of the United 
States to sever diplomatic relations unless the Ber 
lin government “immediately” gives up the use of 
submarines against commerce and squares her sub 
marine policy with the principles of humanity and 
international law. No time limit was set in the 
communication, but the president is known to hold 
the opinion that three or four days would be a 
reasonable period to allow Germany for a de 
vision. If none is forthcoming within a reasonable 
time the step accomplishing a break in relations, 
with all its grave jiossibilities, will be taken. 
Count von llernstorff, Germanys’ ambassador, would 
receive his passports and American Ambassador 
Gerrard at Berlin would be instructed to come 
home. 

Yesterday afternoon’s statement of the French 
war office says: In the Argonne at Haute Chevau 

ehee there has been some mine work which resulted 
to our advantage. We caused the explosion of a 
small mine which destroyed some subterranean 
works of the enemy. On the left bank of the 
River Meuse the bombardment of our second line 
continued last night. On the right bank of the 
river our troops yesterday evening delivered a spir 
ited attack against the German iMisitions northwest 
of the pond of Vaux. This operation made it i>os 
sible for us to occupy certain sections of the Ger 
man trenches, as well as a fortified redoubt. In 
the course of this action, which caused heavy losses 
to the enemy, we took prisoner ten officers, sixteen 
under officers and 214 men. In addition to this we 
captured several machine guns and a certain qnan 
tity of war material. In the Woevre district our 
artillery has directed a concentrated fire upon the 
communicating roadways of the enemy. There has 
been no event of importance on the remainder of the 
front. 

A London dispatch of yesterday says: It Is 

stated authoritatively that a settlement has l*ee 
reached in the cabinet crisis. At a meeting today 
of the British cabinet an agreement was reached 
uiK>n the proposals which the ministers will % make 
to parliament on the subject of recruiting. Their 
proitosals will l*e submitted at a secret session of 
each house of parliament on Tuesday; the fore 
going was announced in an official statement issued 
this afternoon. It is understood that a proposition 
advanced by Arthur Henderson, president of the 
board of education and a labor leader, will have 
the effect of reopening the voluntary enlistment 
scheme for a month or six weeks, and that this 
proposal was accepted in principle by the cabinet 
with a view to ascertaining whether sufficient men 
would come forward for military service without 
tin* introduction of general compulsion.

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WONDERFUL TRIALS OF GREAT HORSES. 



There are some horses whose sterling merit ran 
lie fully gauged from their public performances, 
and who were never realy tried. Another class 
can be made up from those whom it was perfectly 
useless to try, as they would never show within 
many pounds of their best form except in a race, 
Long Set being the most recent example of this 
type of animal whose name occurs to me. Then 
there is a third division whose lines were cast 
in pleasant places on the race course, inasmuch as 
they rarely had anything approaching their own 
class to beat, and whose remarkable powers would 
never have been appreciated at their real worth 
but for the trials in which they took part. Last, 
and best of all, must be mentioned those who were 
equally good in private and in public. The sub- 
ject of trials has always been one of the deepest 
interest to those who follow racing, and it is a 
singular thing that nine out of ten of them are 
far more impressed with the wildest story that 
they may bear than with a performance, however 
brilliant, that they have actually seen with their 
own eyes. To illustrate what 1 mean it is only 
necessary to mention the case of The Tetrarch. 
After he had given several proofs in his races that 
he was infinitely the best two-year-old the world 
had seen since Pretty Tolly’s days, it only needed 
some fairy tale to persuade plenty of people that 
l’ersse had another juvenile equally good in his 
stable! Then, to pry a little way into the future. 
If all goes well with him, Tommern represents as 
nearly a certainty for the September Stakes as can 
be found in racing, yet the merest rumor of some 
marvellous trial having been won by Rossendale, 
Let Ply, or even by the least formidable of his 
jxissihle opitonents would lie eagerly swallowed and 
acted upon by many people who ought to know 
l»etter. It is only, of course, after a horse has re- 
tired from the turf that it is possible to ask his 
owner or trainer for particulars of any trial in 
which lie or she may have taken part, but the 
strict accuracy of the weights which I shall present- 
ly give may be absolutely relied upon, for 1 had 
them in every case from the trainer’s own mouth, 
and in nearly every instance he had his trial book 
before him. 

I do not care to go back beyond the time when 
I began to follow racing pretty regularly, so I will 
make n start with Gladiateur. Although the mighty 
Frenchman was never lieaten after his two-year-old 
days, except when he essayed the terrible task of 
carrying Ibt 121b in the Cambridgeshire, which was 
won by Gnrdovixure — a tilly of his own age, to 
which he was asked to give 52 pounds — it is ques- 
tionable if be ever met a very high-class opponent 
either in England or France. It may lie, how- 
ever. that lie was such a nonpareil that he made 
really good class animals h*ok like selling platers. 
The start of his career was anything hut promising, 
as he was trodden upon in the paddock as a foal. 
This, though it caused a very big and uglv enlarge- 
ment oil one of the joint Si of his off foreleg, never 
gave any trouble to his trainer, but he always 
suffered from navicular disease, and was lame, on 
and off, all through his career, which makes his 
achievements all the more remarkable. At the be- 
ginning of his three-year-old season he was so con- 
stantly lame that he was blistered on both forelegs, 
which kept him in the stable for the whole of Janu- 
ary and part of February, so that his preparation 
was naturally a very light one. He was not, there- 
fore. really half tit when he won the Two Thousand 
Guineas, which will account for Archimedes run- 
ning him to a neck, with the roaring Liddington 
only beaten the same distance for second place, 
lb 'tween the Guineas and the Derby, however, 
things went pretty smoothly for Gladiateur, and the 
trial lie won seemed to lie almost too g<HMl to lie 
true. Three four-year-olds took part in it, but Fille 

do l’Air was the one that really asked him the ques- 

tion. The gallop was over a mile and a half on the 
Limekilns, and Gladiateur was asked to give eight 
iKjunds to the winner of the Oaks of the preceding 
year, and 35 pounds to each of the other four-year- 
olds. He not only won, but in the words of the 
late Tom Jennings, who gave me all the particulars 
on the last occasion that I visited La grange House 
daring his life time, “fairly made rings round them 
all.” When it is remembered that this trial took 

place before the end of May, that Fille de l’Air 

takes high rank amongst Oaks winners, and that 
she was at tin* top of her form, haying won three 
ra«*es in France and two in England already that 
season, this was an almost miraculous performance. 

It scarcely needs a trial to testify to the ex- 
traordinary excellence of Lady Elizabeth, which 
must <*ertainly l»e placed among the six best two- 
year-olds of all time. She was only beaten once 
in her thirteen outings as a two-year-old. and this 
failure was entirely due to the overconfidence of 
Fordham, who rode one of his very few bad races 
on that occasion. No une was more fully con- 
scious of this than the great jockey himself, ami 
“I ought to have won many a length.” was his 
self reproachful remark on his return to the Bird 
Gage. Yet none of the filly’s victories give any 
real idea of her superlative merit, and to fully 
estimate this we have to carefully study the fol- 
lowing trial, for all the details of which I was 
indebted to the late Joseph Enoch, who at that 
time was John Day’s right hand at Danebury, 
and was entrusted with the management of it. 
I’p to that period the filly had won all five races 
in whieh she had taken part, but she had only 
had a neck the liest of a very close finish with 
an extremely moderate trio in the Salisbury Stakes, 
whilst Grimston ran her to a short bead in the 
Weston Stakes at Rath, and then, after making 
a dead-heat with her at Epsom, was only beaten a 
head in the run off. ’These desperately close fin- 
ishes did not at all suit the patrons of Danebury, 
who were betting in a style that lias been un- 
known since their days, and prior to her taking 
part in the New Stakes it was determined to find 
out how good Lady Elizabeth really was. Accord- 
ingly John Day went to >«seot with the rest of 
the horses that were to race there, ami Enoch was 
left behind to sufierintend the trial. The latter 
was out l**fore three o’clock on the Tuesday morn- 
ing of the Ascot week — the touts at Danebury bail 
much to contend with in those days — and the trial 
took place over three-quarters of the Stockbridge 
race course, and resulted thus:

The last-named was put in with 
weight to make the runuiug, but he was never able 
to get to tin? front. Lord Ronald showing the way 
at a rattling pace, with (’hallcngc next to him. 
and Lady Elizabeth lying aliout a length behind 
I’antabKni. This order was maintained until coming 
out of the dip, where the two-year-old drew up 
without an effort and won very cleverly by a 
couple of lengths. Challenge being a length behind 
Ix>rd Ronald, ami I’antaloou three or four lengths 
in the rear of the third. To fully appreciate this 
extraordinary performance of Lady Elizabeth’s, 
which eould evidently have beaten the fivo-yenr-old 
Lord Ronald at level weights, it is necessary to 
take a glance at the form of the trial horse. Lord 
Ronald, only a fortnight previously, had won the 
Salisbury Cup, a mile handicap in which he carried 
top weight, and subsequently secured live other 
races that season, in one of which he had no difii- 
culty in giving 60 pounds to each of several two- 
year-olds which proved good enough to win in their 
turn. Challenge had not been seen in public that 
season, but when lie did make a beginning, about 
a month later, he won five races off the reel. Even 
Pantaloon, though with a “feather” in the saddle, 
lie had never been able to get to the front for a 
single stride, bad won a half-mile handicap at 
Nottingham earlier in the year with Sst 101b on 
his back. All tilings considered, and having regard 
to the fact that this trial took place ns early in 
the year as June 4. I think that Lady Elizabeth’s 
performance may be regarded as the most marvel- 
lous ever accomplished by any two-year-old. Enoch 
to*»k the filly to Ascot on the day following the 
trial, and she ran away with the New Stakes on the 
Thursday, the Marquis of Hasting having £10,000 
f*ii her, which was probably invested at an avergage 
price of 5 to 4 against. At the time of year when 
the trial took place the filly should have received 
forty-two lKwnds from Lord Ronald according to the 
scale of weight for age, so that her defeat of Julius 
at nine pounds in their match in the October of the 
same yciir will not compare with what she accom- 
plished on Stockbridge race course s«#on after day- 
break on that memorable summer’s morning. 

The practice of trying yearlings seem* to have 
quite gone out in these days, but fifty year* ago 
It was almost universal, ami doubt l*** saved a 
great deal of money which present day owners 
waste in paying forfeits that have h «♦*•»» Incurred 
through making engagements for very moderate 
or worthless animals, it wai In It* December 
of bis yearling season that ll»rttiit was asked 
bis first question. Captain Maehell nml P.Jo must 
have formed a very high opinion of him. for lie 
was set to give thirty -five (murids to Problem, a 
yearling filly by Newminster out of Triangle, which 
also lielongml to Mr. Chaplin. They were put to 
gether over half a mile on tin* top of tin- I’.ury 
Hills, and the colt won by two length,. A collide 
of months later — it must be remonil*ered tlmt the 
Lincoln Meeting then took place In February 
Problem won the Rrocklesby Stakes from a field 
which included Jeanie Deans (a name that 1 am 
sorry to note has recently been allowed t«* In- 
repeated!, Narino, Pliant am Sail. Bounces wav. and 
seventeen others, and when she followed Ibis up 
by liealing llippia at Northampton it was quite 
evident that Hermit was someth Log altogether out 
of the enmmnn. Tb* extraordinary racing ability 
of M uegregor was also discovered when Ik* was u 
yearling. He ami Sunshine were tried at that 
age w ith the four-year old Miss Hayes, which, 
though fairly useful, was only asked to concede 
twelve pounds to each of the juveniles. The dis- 
tance was three furlongs, James Waugh was starter 
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and Mr. Merry and Tass Parker acted as judges. 
When the trainer came up to his employer with the 
information that “the Macaroni colt lost a couple 
of lengths at the start” it was only to be mot with 

the reassuring response, “Well, he won d d easy, 

anyhow'.” Some day I hope to have the chance of 
repeating the true and very curious story of Mac- 
gregor. which entirely refutes the popular idea that 
he broke down in the Derby, but leaves the mystery 
of his defeat in as complete obscurity as ever. 

Cremorne was probably tried more frequently than 
any great horse that I can call to mind, for his 
owner, Mr. Henry Savile, supported his own stable 
in no halfhearted fashion and, wisely, always knew 
the best or the worst of any animal belonging to 
him. His yearlings were usually galloped together 
a few days before Christmas and in 1870 Cremorne 
ran clean away from all the others over a distance 
of about three and a half furlongs. He was not 
tested again until the Craven week, when he, Lilian, 
and three others were asked a question by the 
veteran Reindeer. This everlasting gelding was 
then thirteen-year olds, but eould be absolutely re- 
lied upon, and had shown himself to be in form 
by winning races at Lincoln, Nottingham and Crox- 
ton Park, in two of whieh he carried top weight. 
He was only asked to give seven pounds to Cre- 
morne over five-eighths, but the two-year-old beat 
him easily by a couple of lengths, and repeated 
the performance at even wbights In the week 
prior to the Epsom Summer Meeting. There was 
no need to try him again during that season, but 
soon after his neck defeat by Prince Charlie in 
the Two Thousand Guineas he was asked to give 
fourteen pounds to the four-year-old Ripponden, a 
task he accomplished with six lengths to spare. 
Now' Ascot showed that the trial horse was in form, 
for on the Tuesday he conceded five pounds to 
Hannah (winner of the One Thousand, Oaks and 
St. Leger of *Me preceding year) and ran her to a 
bead over two miles, whilst on the following day 
he carried off the Hunt Cup with 100 pounds on 
his baek. so it Is quite clear that Cremorne, as 
a three-year-old. eould have won that race com- 
fortably with 119 pounds in tlie saddle, in which 
case Suspender’s victory under 108 pounds w’otild 
never have ranked as a record. Cremorne was only 
tried once more, but what he accomplished then 
put all his public performances, brilliant as they 
were, into the shade. It was when he was a four- 
year-old, the trial was over the last two miles and 
a half of the Beacon Course, and resulted thus:

An unnamed colt out of Harlequin’s dam, rid 
den by the lightest l»oy in the stable, was put in 
to ensure a strong pace during the early part 
of the gallop, and Kaiser, which only jumped in 
for the last mile and a quarter. took care that 

tlie speed did not slacken to the finish, but Cre- 

morne settled them all with consummate ease, and 
won by four lengths. Uhlan was six lengths behind 
Kaiser, and Lilian had only just passed the Red Post 
when the winner was finishing. When it Is re- 
membered that Kaiser had previously only been 
beaten a short bead for the Two Thousand, and 
had run a dead-beat for second place in the Derby, 
whilst he subsequently landed the Prince of Wales’ 
Stakes at Ascot and four other aces off the reel, 
I think it must lie admitted that Cremorne’s per- 
formance in tills trial was one of the most re- 
markable ever recorded either in private or public. 

I have no record that Prince Charlie was tried 
more than twice, this being probably due to the 
fact that, even from his yearling days, there was 
always a weakness in his near knee, so that he re- 
quired careful treatment. Tims it happened that 
lie was never “asked a question” until the April of 
his two-year-old season. On the same day that Re- 
voke was tried for the City and Suburban, for wliieli 
be finished second to Jack Spigot, Prince Charlie 
was galloped with Cocoa Nut. The mare was then 
a five-year-old and was only asked to give the 
youngster ten pounds (the correct w’eight for age 
w’as forty-seven pounds), over a little more than 
half a mile on the Limekilns. They got off pretty 
well together, but had travelled little more than a 
furlong when “The Prince” was so many lengths 
in front that the trial had generated into a farce, 
and Joseph Dawson held up his hand and stopped it. 
Cocoa Nut had not run in public that year, and the 
natural inference was that she was out of all form, 
hut this idea was completely dissipated when she 
carried off a couple of races at Epsom in the fol- 
lowing week, and Dawson’s eyes were fully opened 
to the fact that in Prince Charlie he possessed what 
John Scott would have designated “a smasher.” 
One day in the following July the colt W'ent lame, 
and it was not until tlie Doncaster Septemlier meet- 
ing that it was discovered that this lameness was 
caused by the formation of a quantity of matter in 
tlie pan of the heel of his off forefoot. Tims lie had 
not been able to do more than a fortnight’s strong 
work when he was tried for the Middle Park Plate 
on the Saturday before that race. The examiner 
was Mr. T. V. Morgan’s St. Vincent, a three-year- 
old which had just won the Portland Plate with 91 
pounds in the saddle, and, in addition to Prince 
Charlie, there were three other two-year-olds in the 
gallop. St. Vincent (T. French) and Prince Charlie 
(W. Hunt) carried even weights, and fought out a 
capital finish, which resulted in favor of the former 
by a head. This was a remarkable performance on 
the part of the second, considering that lie had 23 
pounds the worst of the weights and was not half 
fit. I ought to have mentioned that the trial took 
place over the six furlongs by the side of the Bretby 
Stakes course. 

John Dawson was one of the few trainers who 
never kept a trial book, so that I am unfortunately 
not in a position to give any particulars as to‘ 
Galopin. which was probaldy little inferior to his 
great son, St. Simon. All that the late trainer 
eould toll nie was that lie was tried twice as a 
yearling on Side Hill, and did all that was asked 
of him ui»on each occasion, whilst he was estimated 
to be rather more than a stone in front of 
Petrarch, for, though they were never put together, 
they were galloped with tlie same tackle. As was 
the ease with his illustrious sire, no one ever knew 
bow good St. Simon really was, and the only trial 
in whieh, so far as I know, he ever took part was 
with The Lambkin, which took place a few days 
prior to the St. leger of 1884, which was won liy 
the latter. It should perhaps rather lie described 
as a good “Yorkshire gallop” rather than as a 
set trial. Both were three-year-olds, and Archer 
rode St. Simon, which carried 136 pounds, whilst 
“Ben” I.oates was up on The Lambkin, whieh had 
116 pounds in the saddle. The former finished many 
lengths in front, and when just at the finish Archer 
touched him with the spurs he promptly liolted, 
and went quite half a mile before he could be pulled 
up. Truly, The Lambkin was a lucky winner of 
tlie St. Leger, for this gallop clearly proved that 
hod St. Simon been in that race with 147 pounds 
to carry lie would come in alone!. 

The next horse of whose trials I have any inter- 
esting particulars is Persimmon. At the Lincoln 
Spring meeting of 1895 the Sudbrooke Selling Plate 
was won by Rags, a nippy .little two-year-old filly 
by Ilanibledon out of Thriftless, which got home by 
a head, with a big field behind her. Marsh secured 
her for 100 guineas after the race, and as she could 
always be trusted to give her best form she proved 
remarkably useful in trying the juveniles at Esrerton 
House. These all failed to get near her when trying 
to concede 14 )>ounds. until it came to Persimmon’s 
turn, and the first time that ho had his clothes off 
he gave her 35 pounds and a heating. He was not 
tried again until a few days prior to tlie Goodwood 
meeting of that year, when he beat Ugly, then a 
three-year-old. over five furlongs at level weights. 
Now. according to the scale of weight for age. Ugly 
should have given 25 pounds to him, and the value 
of tlie performance was much enhanced by the fact 
that Lord WoIv«*rton’s colt had won a race at Hurst 
Park a short time previously, and in the following 
week carried off the Singleton Plate at Goodwood 
with 105 pounds in the saddle. Persimmon had a 
had bout of coughing before the Middle Park Plate, 
for which lib ought not to have been started, and 
this and the race took a great deal out of him. 
Tims be was so backward during tlie early part of 
1896 that be was never regularly tried for the 
Derby, but on Tuesday. May 20, eight days before 
tl.e race, lie gave 21 pounds and an easy beating to 
Balsamo over a mile. This gallop took place on 
Marsh’s private ground. In the presence of the 
Prince and Princess of Wales, for whom a stand 
was specially erected at the finish. Balsamo. whieh 
was a three-year-old mid Ik* longed to the late Duke 
of Devonshire, was not far removed from the first 
class, as only a fortnight before the trial lie had 
run Galenzzo to a neck for tlie Newmarket Stakes, 
Bradwardine. Bay Ronald, Labrador and nine others 
finishing behind the pair. Thus the performance of 
Persimmon was a great one. and a rough up with 
Safety Pin and Glcntilt — two moderate horses, but 
genuine stayers — on tlie following Saturday eon- 
vineed Marsh that a mile and a half would not 
trouble Persimmon. I have little to write with re- 
gard to his great rival. St. Frusquin. His heavy 
top, a ml the fact of his being a gross colt, made 
him difficult to train, added to which he suffered 
from clionic rheumatism, and was constantly more 
or less lame. I have, however, the authority of Mr. 
Leopold de Rothschild for stating that when at his 
best be was always 14 pounds in front of his stable 
companion. Galeazzo, and this is interesting, be- 
cause it will bo seen that, through Persimmon’s 
trial with Balsamo, Marsh had a pretty reliable 
Mm' of St. Frusquin. 

I am greatly indebted ta* Sam Darling for some 

tremely interesting particulars of tlie trials of 
Jaltee More. Ard Patrick, and Slieve Galllon. The 
public performances of the first named of these 
celebrities are a poor criterion of bis real merits, 
f««r. though be gained tlie “triple crown” In 1897. 
that was anything but a “vintage year.*' and he 
bad comparatively little to beat. His trial for 
the Two Thousand Guineas, however, enables a 
fair idea to be formed of the great liorso he un- 



doubtedly was. Charles Wood rode him in this, 
and he beat Kilcock, whieh was trying to concede 
fourteen pounds to him, by half a dozen lengths. 
Less than three weeks after this Kilcock, catry* n K 
126 pounds, was only beaten a neck for the “Jubi- 
lee,” so Galtee More could certainly have won 
that race with seven pounds more than the record 
weight of 110 pounds (for a three-year-old) under 
which Polar Star won exactly ten years later. The 
trial of Ard Patrick with Caravel for the Eclipse 
Stakes of 1903, In which he beat Sceptre and Rock 
Sand, was also a high one. They were only gal- 
loped over a mile, for the filly could not really 
get any further, whilst there was no possible doubt 
as to the ability of the colt to stay the extra 
distance at Sandown. He carried 133 pounds against 
here ninety-one, or to put it in another way, gave 
her thirty pounds more than weight for age, and 
beat her by a neck. It is important to mention 
that in each of these two last-mentioned trials a 
plater was put in with a feather-weight on his 
back to ensure a strong pace for the first half of 
the journey. Darling gives Slicve Gallion the char- 
acter of being the speediest horse he ever trained, 
and a trial he won seems fully to justify such 
a testimonial. It was run in the July of his two- 
year-old season, and, over six furlongs, he gave 
seven pounds to the three-year-old Rocketter and 
heat him. There was no doubt whatever as to 
the trial horse being in form, for previously be 
had led his field from start to finish in the Salford 
Borough Handicap at Manchester, whilst, a few 
days after the trial, he easily won the Stewards’ 
Cup at Goodwood under 104 pounds. Tlius it is 
evident that 119 pounds would not have stopped the 
two-year-old, Slieve Gallion, in the Goodw'ood race! 

As Flying Fox secured the “triple crown” and 
carried off the Princess of Wales’, Eclipse and 
Jockey Club Stakes all in the same year, it might 
be thought a work of supererogation to write any- 
thing about his form in private, hut, as a matter 
of fact, he had really little to beat in any of his 
races and it is only on his trials that we can esti- 
mate his real excellence. Thanks to the groat cour- 
tesy of John Porter, I am able to give these exactly 
as they appear in the Kingsclere trial book. The 
first of them was run over six furlongs and took 
place eight days prior to the New Stakes at Ascot, 
which was the first engagement he fulfilled: 

Flying Fox, 2, 119 (Moreton 1 

Ameer. 3. 133 (Debbon) 2 

Frontier, 2, 119 (Bundy) 3 

Sark, 2, 119 (Beasley) 4 

Won by three lengths; six lengths between second 
and third and a length between third and fourth. 

This was a good, but not exceptional, trial to 
win and I will pass on to a second which took 
place over a mile at Kingsclere on April 15 of the 
following season: 

Flying Fox. 3. 130 (M. Cannon) 1 

Frontier, 3, 121 (Moreton) 2 

Batt. 4. 133 (F. Pratt) 3 

Clean Gone. 3, 109 (Gannon) 4 

Princess Mary, 3, 112 (Rouse) 5 

Calveley, 4. 121 (Debbon) 6 

Won easily by a half length, two lengths between 
second and third, three lengths between third and 
fourth, three lengths between fourth and fifth and 
a half length lietween fifth and six. 

A little analysis will show what a fine perform- 
ance this was on the part of Flying Fox. He was 
aliout fourteen pounds in front of Frontier, which, 
in the preceding autumn, had just beaten Caiman 
at ten lnmnds in the Dewhurst Plate. Then lie 
was aide to give a year and a beating to Batt. 
which was a good second to Jeddah in the Derby 
of 1898, and which carried 112 pounds into second 
place for the Chester Cup. It was, however, tlie 
fact of Calveley being last, about ten lengths behind 
the winner, whieh afforded the most conclusive 
proof of the excellence of the form, for in the fol- 
lowing week, he ran for the Eslier Stakes at San- 
down Park, with 105 pounds in saddle. Doubtless 
on aecount of his poor show in this trial he was 
the outsider of the party of eleven, anil 20 to 1 
could be had about liim at the start. Yet he won 
easily by a couple of lengths, and it was evident 
that Flying Fox could have scored if handicapped 
at about 126 pounds. The Eclipse Stakes was his 
most unsatisfactory performance of the season, for 
he had become sore from constant work on the 
hard ground, and it took him all his time to give 
three pounds to Frontier. It was, therefore, thought 
advisable to try him again prior to the St. I**ger, 
and he was galloped over a mile and three-quarters 
on September 1 with the following result: 

Flying Fox, 3. 133 (M. Cannon) 1 

Calveley, 4, 121 (Moreton) 2 

This was won so easily as to leave little doubt 
that the crack had come back to liis best form, and 
to make “assurance doubly sure” Calveley won 
the Great Yorkshire Handicap in hollow fashion live 
days later, carrying 119 pounds. When Cannon dis- 
mounted from Flying Fox after winning the Two 
Thousand Guineas he said: “This is the liest horse 

I ever rode.” Moreton, on the other hand, who 
rode him in all his work, anil should know more 
about him than any other man, never placed him 
in quite the same class as his sire, for, as he points 
out. Orme was foaled in the year w’hich produced 
such as La Fleehe, Goldfinch and Watercress, to 
say nothing of lesser lights like Wiudgall, St. Da- 
mien and Polyglot. — Sydenham Dixon in London 
Sportsman.
